After their prisoners were locked up 
here the Secret Service men arrested a 
group of men who had acted as their 
allies in disposing of the money. They 
learned that Lupo and Morello. wiom 
thev had been trying to catch for months, 
were living in Bath Beach, and going 
there on Saturday they caught their men. 

In the meantime the agents -had ascer- 
tained from some of the men under ar- 
rest that the gang had buried its counter- 
feiting press and many of the dies in 
pasture land on the Highland farm.

The medical members of the committee 
found John R. Early to be a probable leper 
on chemical examinations, because of areus 
of pigmentation and anaesthesia, and 
thickening of both ulna nerves which ne 
presented. They find him a leper because 
of the demonstration by Dr. Henry Kreuder 
of the Bacilli of leprosy in preparations 
made from his skin, and which have becn 
identified and confirmed by Drs. Dittrich, 
Fordyce, Whitehouse, and Morrow. 

The legal members of the committee, in 
view of the foregoing findings of the medical 
members, and of the record and exhibits 
herewithpresented, find that the action 
taken with reference to John R. Earty by 
the authorities at Washington, D. C., was 
within the provisions of the inter-State 
quarantine regulations or the United States, 
making leprosy a quarantinable disease. 

This was signed by each of the fi 
committeemen. It was.explained that Mr. 
Kneeland went on to Washington, where 
he examined the records there of the pro- 
ceedings in the Early case. 

Just after the paper was read and be- 
fore the discussion began, a microscope 
was brought into the room, and the soaci- 
ety was told that a specimen of skin

Judge Martin imposed the sentences yes- 
terday after spending several hours in 
listehing to pleas for clemency from 
Clarence Kk. Lexow and Henry M. Coch- 
rane, counsel for the four checkers. All 
these pleas he rejected because of the 
fact that the quartet had maintained an 
unrepentant attitude after their conviction 
instead of helping out the Government in 
its Sugar prosecutions. The recommenda- 
tion of the jury for mercy Judge Martin 
heeded to the extent of sentencing the 
men on one count only of the indictment 
found against them, and in sending them 
to the Island instead of the Federal 
prison at Atlanta.

VICTORY FOR SUGAR TRUST. 


Appraisers Deny TE Right 
to Increase Certified Weight. 
The American Sugar Refining Company 
won a victory yesterday before the Board 
of United States General Appraisers when 
it was decided that the Government has 
no ght to add an arbitrarily assumed 
quantity of sugar to the actual weights 
certified to by the weigher. It appears 


'that one of the scales used in the weigh- 


ing of sugar at New Orleans was later 
found to be out of order, whereupon the 
Collector directed that 20,157 pounds be 
added to bring the weight of the. sugar 
weighed on Scale No. 8 to average the 
weights found on the other scales. 

The sugar company alleged in its pro- 
test that no warrant existed for the Gov- 
ernment’s action, and this view is upheid 
by the board in its formal decision, writ- 
ten by Judge Somerville. The Govern- 
ment’s action was also attacked in view 
of the well-established fact that the out- 
turn weight of: beet Sugar cargoes runs 
very short of the invoice quantity. ; 

An expert examiner of scales statea 
that the defect in the scale was of sucn 
a character that at times the scales would 
work correctly, while at other times, in- 
correct weights would be recorded. The 
Gefect in the scale was not discovered 
for several weeks after the importation 
was made. 

‘““An examination of the 
our judgment,” says the decision, “‘shows 
ihat the action of tne Collector in arbi- 
trarily adding to the Government weights 
the amount of 20,157 pounds, was not 
justified, If the weights be defective the 
testimony furnishes no ground upor which 
a reliquiGation could be properly made. 
The protest is sustained.”’

One of these speeches, ac- 
cording to Clark, was delivered by Chan- 
ler in Atlanta, Ga., in the latter part of 
October, 1907, at a meeting at which the 





Chanler boom was formally launched, and 
another at a meeting of the New Hamp- 
Shire Bar Association the same month. 

Clark ‘testified that he sent. these/| 
speeches broadcast among the newspaper | 
and news syndicates in this country, par- |} 
ticularly the Atlanta speech, which was | 
sent out jn advance ready for ‘‘ | 
as soon as delivered. A number of politi- 
cal letters mentioning Chanler*in compli- 
mentary terms and many cartoons 
culated by Clark were exhibited by his | 
attorney, Clarence J. Shearn, to the jury. 
William J. Conners, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, is quoted 
in one of these letters as saying that 
this State would go Democratic at the/| 
Presidential election by 60,000, and that | 
the New York State Democratic Con- 
vention would instruct its delegates to 
the National Convention for Chanler. 
Clark testified that the speeches as sent 
out by him were used “very fully” i 
the newspapers and that many editorial 
comments on Chanler’s Presidential as- 
pirationg were printed. 

Clark declared that he had talks with 
Dr. William J. O’Sullivan during the Fall 
of 1907 at which he ({ suggested 
ideas and subjects for speeches to be 
delivered by the Lieutenant Governor. 
O’Sullivan, Clark said, afterward wrote 
the speeches and used his suggestions and 
ideas. 

Attorney ,Shearn read to the jury 
pings of interviews alleged to have been 
supplied by Clark, in which Josiah Quincy 
of Massachusetts, Sullivan of Illinois, 
Chairman Cunners, John Fox, Jr., and 
Timothy D. Sullivan were quoted to the 


effect that if any other man than Chanler 
was nominated by the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention New York would go 
Republican. ; 

On ¢ross-examination Clark told of his! 

appointment as secretary to Corporation | 
Counsel Delany at $3,500 a year. He was 
asked if he sought an appointment as a 
clerk in the office of Tieut. Gov. Chanler. 
This he denied, but said Chanler had 
spoken to him about such a position. 
‘*I told him,’’ said the witness, ‘ that 
if he gave me the Lieutenant Governor's 
salary and the salary of the clerkship 
both I might consider it.’’ 

Clark said that he later became 
nected with the Cosmographic Bureau ut 
1 Wall Street. When asked who owned 
the bureau he replied that Albert Adams 
owned the furniture. 

‘‘ But who owned the bureau itself?’’ he | 
was asked, 

‘‘There was nothing tovit but W. F. 
Clark,’’ the witness replied. ‘*‘ He was 
also the whole of the Chanler campaign.’ 

Clark was next asked if he really con- 
sidered his services to Chanler to be 
worth $20,000. 

‘‘Certainly,’’ he answered, ‘‘ when you 
consider the fact that I took a.man who 
was practically unknown outside of New 
York State and made his a Nationa 
character.”’ 

‘‘ But Mr. Chanler was not nominated 
for the Presidency,’ the cross-examiner 
interposed. 

‘‘No,”’ said Clark. ‘‘ but he came back 
and was nominated for Governor. He 
would never have been nominated if it 
had not been for me.”’ 

When asked how much he considered 
his work on a certain letter sent out in 
furtherance of the Chanler boom to be 
worth Clark answered ‘‘about a thou- 
sand dollars a week.”’ 

Bronson Winthrop, counsel for Chanler, 
attempted to get Clark to state the price 
he considered fair on each interview he 
had had with leading Democrats in favor 
of Chanler, but he refused to do this, 
saying that he could not put a value on 
his services in connection with the inter- 
views separately. Clark admitted, how- 
ever, that the amount of time spent on 
each of the interviews with State Senator 
Fox, Timothy D. Sullivan, and Congress- 
man John Wesley Gaines was not more 
than an hour in each case, but explained 
that this was in the actual writing, and 
said that much more time was spent in 
distributing the interviews to the papers.

New York’s First Schoolmaster. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You have printed a communication from M. 
I.. D. Ferris in which he stated that Arent Van 
Curler was the first schoolmaster in New 
York. Mr. Ferris seems to rely upon Appleton’s 
Cyclopaedia of American Biography for all the 

















historical and traditional points 
but in some incomprehensible way he attributes 
fo Arent Van Curler the title of schoolmaster 
which .Appleton’s fixes upon Jacobus Van 
Curler, erftirely different individual altoe- 
gether. In my inaugural address to the Roel- 
antsen Club, founded in 1897 by John GH. 
Haaren and the writer, is this statement:

Two hundred sixty-five years ago New 
Amsterdam was too yeung a colony to have 
native talent to provide instruction for its” 
children: but Old Amsterdam, which it may 
be assumed had as much concern for its 
children as for the beaver skins sent home 
for their fathers, did not forget the school 
and the Church in the charter in 1629 to its 
West Indian Company. Yet it is not until 
1633 that there is any record of the first 
schoolmaster—Adam Roelantsen. When he 
arrived in the new colony is not definitely 
known, though it is stated that he came 
in/the same vessel with Wouter Van Twill-° 
er and Dominie Bogardus—State, Church, 
and school. He was teaching in 1638, and 
perhaps all the time of his residence here.

On the other hand, the company is the 
only one of the big concerns whose 
earnings have not shown the proportion- 
ate increase as a result of the growth of 
recent prosperity, although at the last 
dividend period the rate was increased 
from 4 to 6 per cent. 

In the absence of any word from the of- 
ficers of the company yesterday, the 
shareholders who are in touch with the 
company’s affairs were not inclined to 
put faith in the melon theory. 

A member of the Hatt & Banister com- 
mittee of shareholders, which is still con- 
tinuing the fight begun three years ago, 
to compel the calling of a meeting of 
shareholders, gave it as his opinion yes- 
terday that the Platt management, fright- 
ened by the rapidity with which proxies 
are coming in to the committee as a re- 
sult of the campaign which has been re- 
newed recently with vigor, have gone into 
the market for shares with which to pro- 
tect their control.

Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Blair & Co., and 
representatives of holders of the securi- 
ties of the Wabash-Pittsburg Terminal 
Company and the Wheeling & Lake Erie 
Railroad have practically completed their 
plans for the reorganization of these two 
properties, and formal announcement of 
their terms is likely to be made within 
the next ten days. An outline of the plan 
was obtained by THE Timus in an author- 
itative quarter yesterday. Although sub- 
ject to possible modification before the 
formal announcement is made, the lines 
of reorganization are fixed. 

The Wheeling & Lake Erie was acquired 
by the Goulds about ten years ago, and 
the Wabash-Pittsburg Terminal, connect- 
ing the Wheeling road with Pittsburg was 
built to give the Gould system an entrances 
into Pittsburg.

Because of Larger Deliveries. 


The Copper Producers’ Association made 
public yesterday its statistics for Decem- 
ver, which complete the first year of 
the associafion’s existence. As has been 
generally expected the stocks of the metal 
on hand at the close of the month, 153,- 
003,527 pounds, represented a considerable 
decrease from those shown in the previ- 
ous report. 

The decrease in stocks of 11,287,416 
pounds is the largest made during any 
ronth since July, when stocks declined 
by 32,261,454 pounds, and in that month 
the decrease was chiefly due to the larger 
deliveries for consumption and export, 
which increased 6,941,603 pounds in De- 
cember. The actual deliveries for De- 
cember were 129,066,071 pounds, an in- 
crease of 6,941,603 pounds. Of the total, 
the deliveries for domestic consumption 
amounted to 69,519,501 poufids, and those 
for export to 59,545,570 pounds. 

The month’s production of 117,828,655 
pounds shows a decline of 8,789,714 pounds 
since November. The greatest month's 
production during the year was in Oc- 
tober, when 124,657,709 pounds were re- 
ported. 

The total production of copper in 1909, 
according to the producers’ figures, was 
1,405,403,056 pounds. Of this amount 680.- 
1942620 pounds have been delivered for 
ok and 705,051,591 have gone into the 

hands of domestic consumers, During the 
year the stock of marketable copper on 
hand has grown from the 122,357,266 

ounds reported by the association as on 
and Jan, 1, 1909, to 141,766,111 pounds on 
hand Jan. 1, 1910.
